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.34 Secondary Inputs to Be Phased Out 


Florida Repeater Council 
delegates called for the even- 
tual phase out of all secondary 
146.34 mHz inputs when they 
met at the Orlando Hamfest. 
The issue passed by a narrow 
margin. 

The plan calls on all repeaters 
using .34as a secondary input to 
phase out by June 1975. 
Proponents of the phase out 
plan argued that such usage 
severely restricts the possibility 
of 146.34 - 146.94 repeaters which 
is a recognized repeater pair by 
the FRC. 

The FRC has now begun a 
major feasibility study of a 
complete re-arrangement of 
currently used _ repeater 


frequencies and new ones 
available in the future. 


The study would be a com- 
puter-type analysis of how such 
a realignment might look on 
paper. The study would be 
conducted by a committee 
headed by Frequency Coor- 
dinator Fred Lemka, WB4RZS. 

Should the state’s repeater 


groups agree to such a major 


re-shuffling of frequency 
assignments, a _ crystal- 
swapping bank has_ been 
proposed. 


The report on the study is due 
at the Orlando meeting in Oc- 
tober. —K4DSN.

GUEST EDITORIAL

The new proposed Rule Making on RACES, reported in the July 
issue has brought a number of responses — most of them in 
agreement with the editorial comments. 

A good deal has been written about the necessity of developing a 
good, strong amateur public service — and I do mean amateur. We 
are not going to justify our amateur existence if we relinquish our 
rights and responsibilities to Civil Defense control — effectively 
conceding that we do not have the necessary capability and 


leadership. 


We do have that capability and leadership in the Amateur Radio 
Public Service Corps. We can handle CD traffic on our existing 
traffic ‘‘chighways’”’ and there is no need for them to build their own 


parallel, and competing, ‘roads.’ 


The American Red Cross has recognized the logical-solution in 
their ‘Communication Pact.’’ The Red Cross relies heavily on 
amateur radio. They sponsor amateur radio stations in their 
headquarters and furnish a good deal of equipment and assistance 
in planning and implementation. But it is an amateur operation — 
and the Red Cross has repeatedly expressed its delight with the 
effectiveness of the operations in major disasters and in drill 
exercises. There is no reason why CD cannot make a similar use of 
our ARSPC system. If there are enough amateurs to ‘‘divide up” 
with their service, then there are enough amateurs to staff one 
good, effective network that can fill both needs. 

I have nothing against the principle of the RACES organization. I 


’ just think they should utilize our existing ARPSC system for their 


traffic. If there are deficiencies in ARPSC, then let CD help us build 
itup. But let’s build it up, not give it up.

A ham-band-only receiver is 
like a drum without a band; it 
does the job for which it was 
designed, but is extremely 
limited without the harmony of 
other instruments.

Most hobbyists, unfamiliar 
with frequency allocations, 
simply don’t know where to 
look.

FEES DOWN 


FCC has proposed a new 
schedule of fees for nearly all 
radio services, to comply witha 
recent ruling by the Supreme 
Court. The principal criterion 
laid down by the court is the 
value to the recipient. 

For amateurs, the basic fee 
would be six dollars for a five 
year license, as opposed to nine 
dollars at present and ten 
dollars in the 1972 proposal 
which has never become ef- 
fective. Modifications without 
renewal are proposed at five 
dollars, against four now and 
five in the 1972 list. Special call 
sign fees would remain at 
twenty-five dollars. Novice 
licenses, RACES authorizations 
and military recreation stations 
would continue to be free of 
charge. 

Comments are due by Sep- 
tember 20 and reply comments 
by October 4, making reference 
to Docket 19658. The procedural 
requirement of an original and 
fourteen copies applies as 
usual. (ARRL OB 496).

DELEGATES VOTE TO 
establish 150 RULE; 
WAIVER RIGHTS 
TO BE INCLUDED 


Florida Repeater Council 
delegates gave almost 
unanimous approval toa new 
Council policy of establishing 
150-mile separation between all 
new and existing repeaters in 
the state. The new rule lays to 
rest the controversial 75-mile 
limit that was criticized by its 
opponents as being out-of-date. 
The adoption of the 150-mile 
limit doesn’t mandate a 
frequency shift by those 
existing repeaters that are in 
conflict with the rule. 

Those repeaters now 
separated by less than 150 miles 
are called on to execute a 
written waiver between them 
stating that they are willing to 
live with the existing situation 
or interference without com- 
plaint. However, either party 
may choose to withdraw from 
the agreement and take their 
interference complaint to the 
Council for mediation. 

The 150-mile separation rule 
will serve as a_ primary 
guideline for the FRC 
Frequency Coordinator in his 
recommendations to groups 
seeking a channel assignment.

Oscar 7 launch postponed 
until Oct. 24th or later. 

Amsat’s newest Amateur 
Radio Satellite slated for launch 
Oct. 3rd or 16th now has been 
postponed until Oct. 24th or 
later by NASA. 

Oscar 7, newest of Amsat’s 
communication satellites for 
Hams, was ready for flight at 
NASA’s west coast space center 
when NASA announced that 
they were launching a Westar 
communications satellite for 
the Western Union Co. instead. 
So it means that everyone 
preparing for Oscar 7 has a 
little more time to get their 
equipment working. 

Hams all over the world have 
been busily preparing equip- 
ment for this new satellite. 
Oscar 7 will have two repeaters 
in operation which will alter- 
nate one on and one off every 
other day. Input frequencies 
will be 145.850-145.950. Mhz for 
the 2 to 10 meter repeater and 
432 .125-432.175 mhz for the 70cm 
to 2 meter repeater. Output 
frequencies will be 29.400-29.500 
mhz on 10 meters and 145.975- 
145.925 mhz (inverted) on 2 
meters. CW or SSB are the 
recommended modes. FM does 
not work very well. Maximum 
power is 100 watts effective 
radiated power at the antenna 
for 2 meter uplink and 200-400 
watts ERP for the 432mhz 
uplink signals.

Counties. 

WA4PTM, ex-W1UNB-K7AIC- 
K3PNH states: ‘‘As W1UNBI 
had a daily schedule with Dick 
Williams, K2GRI, between 
Paxton, Mass. and Ballston 
Spa, N.Y. on 220 MHZ AM, back 
in 1954-56, running as little as 
five watts. Obviously, this area 
is not as favorable for VHF 
propagation as some other 
areas, but it’s a satisfying 
feeling to be able to work 
ANYONE on 220.” 

Frequency currently being 
used is 223.5 MHZ, FM, with 
antennae polarization vertical, 
with ground plane at W4APV, 
Ringo Ranger at WB400J, and 
ll-element Yagi at WA4PTM.
